Applicants have submitted two arguments in the after-final response: i) Barts and Nakagawa fail to teach the recited claims of the present 
invention and ii) there is not motivation to combine Barts and Nakagawa. 

In response to the first argument, Applicants have broadly asserted that the prior art refereneces fail to teach the present invention. 
Applicants have merely recited the claim language and have asserted that the references fail to teach these arguments. Such merely 
allegations of patentability are deemed improper arguments as they fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1 (b). Applicants are reminded that 37 
CFR 1.111(b) requires that the Applicants specifically point out how the claim language of the present invention distinguishes it from the 
applied references. 

In response to the second argument, Examiner respectuflly disagrees. Both Barts and Nakagawa teach inventions in the art of 
transportation and logistics. The fact that both references teach in the same art suggests that one of ordinary skill in the art would look to 
Nakagawa to modify Barts. Examiner has further provided an advantage to modifying Barts with the teachings of Nakagawa. The 
strongest rationale for modifying or combining references is a recognition, expressly or impliedly in the prior art or drawn from a convincing 
line of reasoning based on established scientific principles or legal precedent, that some advantage or expected beneficial result would 
have been produced by their combination. In re Sernaker, 702 F.2d 989, 994-95, 217 USPQ 1, 5-6 (Fed. Cir. 1983). See MPEP 2144. 
Therefore, Examiner submits that there is proper motivation to combine the teachings of Barts and Nakagawa. 
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
